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IRISH PARLIAMENTARY INTELLIGENCE. 


HOUSE or COMMONS, Monnay, Aua. 28. 

Mr Chapman reported from the Committee on the petition of feve- 
ral prifoners in the Pour Courts: Marthalfea, complaining of the high 
price of chamber-rent in the fame. The Committee had refdlved, 
That a reduétion of the three different kinds of, chamber-rent was ne- 
ceflary, viz. from half a guinea to eight thillings and three halfpence.; 
from feven thillings, to five thillings and five pence ; from five fhillings 
and five pence, to three thillings and nine pence halfpenny. “He faid, 
thongh fome pretended to have complaints againft the Marthal-keeper, 
not one appeared to make the leaft complaint : That it appeared that 
the Marthal had aéted in the moft charitable and honourable manner ; 
and that the former prices were thofe eftablithed for a long feries of 
yeats,—that he had propofed the reduction now made himfelf,—that 
he often compounded for fees and rent ;—and though it might be 
deemed-a hardthip for a man to pay rent in a jail, yet it mutt alfo be 
deemed a hardthip to {trip another of a property which length of time 
had fanétiffed as lawful. 

The report was agreed to, ordered to be printed, and the copy fent 
to the Marithalifea. 

Sir Richard Heron delivered his Excellency’s anfwer to the addrefs of 
the Honfe of the art, That he would give directions in conformi- 
ty to the defire of the Hout. 

Ordered to be entered on the journals of the Houfe, 

The Recorder {poke as follows :—I beg Jeave to call the attention of 
the Houte to what paffed on theglaft day of its fitting.. On that day, 
in a very thin Houle, and withent any previous intention, refolutions 
were pafied, which involve in them coniequences of the moft moment- 
ous importance. I do not rife up the advocate for fedition, or the fup- 
porter of libels; 1 abhor the one as much as I defpite the other. «I 
have been often libelled, but I have ever treated thofe impotent effects 
of malice with a filent contempt; and I could with that what I con- 
ecive to be proper in an individual, was not deemed unbecoming of 
Parliament. 

Permit me, S'r, to fay, that if the publications alluded to were im+ 
proper, Out refolutions were premature and hatty, avd unworthy the 
deliverative decifions of Parliament. ‘There is not a gentleman of the 
long robe in this Houfe, wha does not well know, that if a profecuter 
fhould, previous to the trial of the offence, prejudice the minds of the 
public by writings, declaring the offence of the party accufed, fuch pert- 
fon would be guilty of a contempt, and would be attached in the Court 
of King’s Bench. And yct we, who are the accufers, and who think 
ourfelves offended, pronounce upon the guilt of the accufed, and by 
our refolutions anticipate what is to be the decifion. Inftead of refo- 
lutions declaring fich publications feditious and libellous, the proper 
rejolution, as | conceive, would have been, to have addreffed the Lord 
Lieutenant to lay the publications hefore the law fervants of his Maje- 
fty, for them to report their opinion, whether they were libellous and 
merited proiecution. 

Sic, we thould make fome diftinétion betwen a fettled plan to raife 
fedition, and the hafty and unguarded effafions of young minds, anxi- 
ous ic the caufe of their country, and who armed in its defence. Our 
gallant volunteers bave been the boaft of this country, and the terror 
of its enemies. Why have hoftilities not been made on this kingdom, 

ybut that it has bees united in, itfelf.. And why have invafions of Eng- 
and been meditated, but that it has been rent by internal diflentions. 
Ix it prudent then to put an end to this beneficial unanimity ? Let us 
nat. forget what we owe to the volunteers of Dublin in particular. 
When a tumultuous number of perfons furrounded this houfe, inter- 
rupted its deliberations, and dilated to and infulted feveral of its 
members, the interference of the military was rendered unneceflary, 
by.the prudent, well-timed, and fuccefsful efforts of one of the corps, 
conliderable in its rank, end pofleffed of great profeffioual know- 
ledge. ’ 

Pernt me alfo to remind this Honfe; that, when the city of Lon- 
don was almoft in an univerfal conflagration, a number of perfons, on 
the day the account came, having aflembled in the Park, the volun- 
teers, to the number of eight hundred, quitted their ufual avocations, 
and appeared in arms, determined to fupport the public peace at the 
hazard of their lives... And, -thall we alienate the affections of thefe 
men, on account of a few hafty {parks of paffion? In a free country, 
public queiiion’s are a fair objeét of public difcaffion : | wifh ever to fee 
them fach ; and, whére our ations are pure, we fhould not fear any 
inveitigation. 1 acknowledge, this Parliament deferves well of the peo- 
ple: In it we have obtained great advantages in trade; it Voted new 
taxes to be inexpedient; it paffed.a (hort money bill; and it relieved 
the tenantry in Ireland. On fome of its late decifions, there prevails 
a difference of fentiment ; but furely a difference of opinion on fpecu- 
lative points of trade and conftitution may be entertained, without any 
man’s thinking the wone of the perfon who differs with him, even 
though his opponent (hould exprefs fuch difference in the warmeft and 
molt unguarded manmer. 

Let me call epon my right honourable friend, to whofe office the 
painful tatk of profecution belongs, for his afliftance on the occafion. 
I know his mind revolts at the idea of profecution ; and if it mutt fol- 
low, the world will, Iam perfuaded, as in juftice it ought, impute 
what fteps he thall beobliged to take to his official character, and not 
to his private difpofition. His fentiments are truly a literary tranflation 
of a nolo profequi. He Will confider ¢onfequ*.ces, and he will, as well 
as the Houfe, permit us to remind them of what our countryman, 
Major O’Flaherty, fays in the play, “ That a quarrel well made up, 
is better than a victory hard gained.” 

i have therefore, Sir, without interfering with the refolutions of 
Monday laft, drawn up and with to prepofe fome refolutions as conci- 
liatory on this occafion, and which, of fome fultantially the fame, 1 
with to fee adopted. They are thefe : 

Firft, to refolve, That the decent conduct and fpirited exertions of 
the Volunteers of Ireland, merit the public approbation. Next, to 
reiolvc, That we tconfider the publications, alluded to in our refolu- 
tions of Monday laft, have originated ina hafty and unguarded, though 
well intended zeal for the advancement of the trade, and the fupport 
of the conftitation of this kingdom. And, laftly, to refolve, That an 
humble addrefS be prefented to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, 
expreflive of our wifhes, that he will be pleafed to give direétions, that 
r- ‘urther profecution be had relative to the fubjeét matter of faid pub- 
lications. : 

wn what I have faid, I hall perhaps pleafe neither party. In the 
time of warmth and refentment, moderation finds it dificult to obtain 
a patient hearing. But I have difcharged, as 1 think, my duty; if I 
am fuccefsful, ] have {pent’my day well; if not, I proteft. againit the 
confequences of perfecution, and tremble to think of them. ~ 


Mr Cone/ly faid, that what he had. done on that day fe’ennight: he 


thought his duty. He did not mention any fet of volunteers, or in- 
dividual volunteer; but he was certain, that no Parliament ever defer- 
“ved more refpeét than the prefent. 

The Honourable member alfo faid, had the publication of fuch pa- 
pers been diicontinued, or any apology made, he would have been 
glad to have feconded the Honourable Gentleman’s motion; but, as 
they had periiited, as a member of that houfe, and ‘a Jover of his 
country, he could not think he acted wrong in the courfe of his con- 
dué in this refpeét. The refolutions were pafféd in a fuller Houfe than 
the prefent ; the Parliament deferved praife for fuch refolutions ; and 
he had the pleafure of finding many volunteers corps of the fame opi- 
nion with him, If Government and Parliament were to be attacked 
day after day, it required to be ftopped, and the defigns of their ene- 
mies preven’ ed 

The Attor ey General faid, He could appeal to the Right Honoura 
ble gentleman then in his eye, for his dpinion of the voluateers early, 
when they were but few, and at the beginning. of the feffion. He 
apy ealed to him, if he did not declare it as his opinion, that they were 
the :alvation ef Ireiand? But, were the volunteers to be afperfed 
wrh teea‘on anJ fedition? No. It was not the Sterling, it was fono- 
risus \ sluateers, who deferved to be called Birmingham Volunteers. 
I: s tike at *. putting oa a fcholar's gown to counterfeit a icho- 
lac; others we e m ny who put on the uniform of volunteers, who 
were not of them, out went about to inflame the minis of the people 

at all hours, and particularly inthe Liberty. Were the feditious pa- 
ragrapls that had been pubiiihed to be fmijed upon, and ‘ay that they 
had been coue in hatte, it would be an iafult to the volunteers to fay 





they originated with them. ‘The queftion was within a narrow com* 
pafs. ‘The refolutions of the Houfe carried nothing in them againtt 
the voluntcers, but againft the authors, printers, and publithers of 
thefe improper paragraphs, which were not the work of volunteers, 
but of young, giddy, thoughtlefs people, and fome defigning emiflaries 
of the common enemy. If it appeared that any volunteer was con- 
cerned in them, he would be held an object-of deteftation, even to 
thofe who refpeéted the honour of his corps, As both houfes had un- 
animoufly’ agreed to the refolutions and addrefs, he could not confent 
to. give up the honour of Parliament, the guilty ought to be punifhed, 
though no man felt more than he did for the tranfgreflion of an indi- 
vidual. In refpeét to publications in the news-papers, he remarked, 
that many of them were inflammatory ; one indeed had been publith- 
ed in the Freeman’s Journal, figned Juntus Brutus, which was, he 
faid, written with ability and moderation, but it could anfwer no pur- 
pofe to fuggeft any doubts on the prefent occafion. 

Mr Wiljon faid, that as the Attorney General had, with his ufual li- 
berality and good fenfe, exprefled a wilh to accede to the fubftance of 
all the refolutions which the Recorder intended to move, he thought 
it might be expedient to poftpone the confideration of the fubject for a 
day or two, as in that time fuch fteps might be taken as would fanction 
the houfe, without any derogation from their dignity, to remove the 
caute of any coolnefs or animofity between them and the people, 

Mr Forjler made a thort reply on the fame ground with the Attor- 
ney General, and did not impute the feditious paragraphs to the vo- 
lunteers. 

Sir Lucius O° Brien {poke in favour of the volunteers, particularly thofe 
of Dublin. 

‘Lhe Recorder agreed to pottpone his motions, 

Adjourned till to-morrow.
